TheF. M. B. A. wants aud has demanded 


a great deal of legislation, which would 
materially change existing conditions. 
At 


the meeting ot the general assembly of the 
order at Mt. Vernon, Ind., last November, a 
memorial was addressed to Congress, iu 
which the demand was made for a number 
of changes in laws which should right ex- 
isting wrongs and benefit the working 
classes. 
The one great benefit which the F. M. B. 


A. has eonterred upon its members is a 
social one. It has educated them wonder- 
fully. It is teaching the farmers to read, 
to think, to fraternize with one another as 
farmers. The work of the order is develop- 
ing an immense amount of oratorical and 
argumentative talent. There are hundreds 
ot farmers in southern Illinois who six 
months ago could nut stand on the floor aud 
make the plainest proposition who are now 
foici)le speakers.

finely aud is increasing its business in a wry | 
that is most gratifying to its owners aud 
those who are interested in its success. The 
full capacity of the factory when running 
with full number of hands is 1000 pairs of 
ehoee per day. At present they have about 
100 hands employed aud they are tnruiog 
out 800 pairs of shoes a day, though the 
same number of laborers as they become 
mors proficient can turn out about 500 pairs 
•a day. Monday another lot of hands will 
be pat to work, making the total number 
then 125. The contract made by the pro- 
prietors t» gtt the bonus raised for them 
was that at least SO hands should be em- 
ployed, so It will be seem that they are far 
more than living up to their contract. They 
are now three months behind with their or- 
ders and are working with all their might 
to catch up. A representative of one firm, 
Kendall & do. oC Kansas City, who do a 
business of $2,000,000 a year, was in De- 
catur two weeks ago and made a contract to 
take 8169,000 worth of shoes within the 
next year. That work must be gotten out, 
in addition to many other good orders.

ot the county. Those who had shipped 
the car of grain formed themselves into a 
club and held social meetings during the 
winter, and continued to co-operate in the 
shipping of gram. The idea became popu- 
lar, and five such clubs were formed by the 
farmers of the county. These live clubs 
met at New Burnside tbe following year, 
and organized. A constitution waa adopted, 
secret work was formulated, and the or- 
ganization was named the Farmers' Mutual 
Benefit association. 
The organization 


grew until it had spread over the southern 
counties of the state, but its work was 
crude, and it was without substantial form 
It was not incorporated, had no legal exist- 
ence and no power to grant charters. 


TLe general assembly met at Mount Ver- 


non, July 4, 1887. A committee was ap- 
pointed to secure incorporation, to revise 
the constitution and place the order on a 
sound basis. At the next meeting in Octo- 
ber, atDuquoin. a constitution was adopted, 
a charter from the state was reported, and 
organizers were appointed to carry the work 
to remote places. This was the beginning 
of the prosperity of the association, and it 
has grown f astar than any such society ever 
grew. About this time H. H. Moore, of 
Mount Erie, Wayne county, was elected 
president of the general assembly, and he 
has held the offlce ever since. 


From about 1888" a paper called the 


Binder was published in the interests of the 
jrder at Marion. But the Binder was 
iadly managed and did not prosper, and it 
_n»lly gave way to the P.ogressive Farmer, 
whicn made its first appearance in April, 
_888. The paper was an immediate success, 
and has never h»d to aeud out a bill to a 
5>ub-eriber. It now hns a circulation ot 
4,500, aud employs 13 persons iu the office. 
The order has grown at the rata of about 
70 000 members a year since it was char- 
ered in 1887. At th« time of the Duquoin 
meeting It had 389 lodges and about 15,000 
members. On Sept. 1, 1890, there weie 
4,057 lodges and above 200,000 niembeis. 
t, is at present increasing at the rate of five 
odg«s and 150 members per day. From the 1st 
a the 10th of the present month there were 
chartered 49 new lodges. Illmois.Kansas, in 
diana, Kentucky and Missouri uieorgamztd 
uto state assemblies, aud there are county 
assemblies organized in Iowa, Nebraska, 
West Virginia, Arkansas, Ohio and North 
Carolina. The charter fee is 81, aud 1 cent 
jer year from each member pays all the ex- 
jenses of the general lodge. The F. M. B. 
A. is often confounded in newspaper re- 
ports with the Farmers' Alliance. The pur- 
jose of tbe two orders is the same, but they 
ire widely different In organization. The 
alliance admits to membership all classes of 
aborers, women, children, school te ichers 
and preachers. Its proper name is the 
farmers' Alliance and Industrial Union 
Lt was consolidated some time ago with 
the Wheel, a labor organization strong 
n the south. The 
alliance claims a

strength cannot be computed. 
The state 


secretary of the alliance, F. G. Blooo, re- 
sides in Mount Vernon. He was one of the 
original members and incorporators of the 
B". M. B. A. 
The F. M. B. A. differs from the alliance 


in that every member must be an active 
fanner, twenty-one years old, and a citizen 
of the United States. Hence every mem- 
ber is a voter. The order declares its ob- 
ject to be to unite the farmers in all matters 
pertaining to taeir interests, and "to devise 
and encourage such systems of concentra- 
tion and co-operation as may diminish the 
cost of production and of farm life and 
farm operations." In their declaration of 
purpose the members engage "not to inter- 
fere with any other business, class or pro- 
fession, but rather to respect all legitimate 
business, but we promptly and fearlessly 
place the stamp of condemnation on every 
business or profession which, in our judg- 
ment, is calculated to Interfere with our 
rights." 
They declare as their motto, 


"Equal and exact justice to all; special 
privileges and immunities to none; charity 
to those in poverty, affliction or distress, 
and especially to those of our own order." 


There is nothing in the written work of 


the order which prescribes a remedy for the 
farmers' ills. Business co-operation is the 
primary method by which the members 
have already tried to benefit their condition, 
but political action is the hope and desire of 
all. Substantial benefits have accrued to 
the members wherever a lodge has been or- 
ganized. The general effect has been to 
lower the retail price of goods and 
increase the value of farm products. 
But

WASHINGTON 
CITY, Sept. 27.—In the 


bouse Saturday morning after the read- 
ing and approval of the journal McMillan 
of Tennessee withdrew his demand for 
the reading of the conference report on 
the tariff bill, in view of the fact that the 
report was printed in The Record. Mc- 
Kinley said that it was understood that 
the Republican members desired no more 
than one hour for debate. He asked that 
the debate should continue for five hours, 
two hours to btt given to the friends and 
three hours to the opponents of the re- 
port. McMillan protested against, a limi- 
tation being put upon the discussion but 
suggested that if such a limitation were 
to be made, the hour should be fixed at 6 
o'clock. 
McKinley 
acquiesced in this 


suggestion and asked for consent that 
the previous question be considered as 
ordered at that hour. 
To this McMillan 


objected, whereupon McKiuley gave no- 
tice that he would demand the previous 
question at half-past 5 o'clock. 


The Subject odliiuding Twine. 


McKinley then made a statement of 


the changes between the provisions of the 
house house bill and the bill as it passed 
the senate; and explained the provisions 
of the conference bill practic'illy as they 
are explained in the statement of the con- 
ferrees. In regard to the subject of bind- 
ing twine he expressed his opinion that 
the duty was too low, but lie indulged 
the hope that some future congress would 
discover the fact and apply the remedy. 
Commenting upon the reciprocity provis- 
ion iUeXinley says: 
"We consented to 


the reciprocity provision put into our 
bill by the senate, a provision which is 
perfectly wall understood by both sides 
of this house. It is a declaration that 
whereas the United States has already 
innde coffee and hides free, and now pro- 
puses to make stmar free in the interested 
reciprocal trade arrangements with other 
countries and with the expectation that 
we shnll secure valuable concessions from 
those cunntries, therefore in ^the event 
that those countries do not respond to 
this generosity on the part of the Ameri- 
can congress, the president of the United 
States may by proclamation declare that 
they have furnished us no reasonable or 
just reciprocal advantages in return for 
our concessions, and therefore the duties 
fixed by this bill shall be imposed upon 
these articles. 
We have accepted the 


amendment known as the Aldrich amend- 
ment and we indulge the hope that in ac- 
cordance with the expectation and belief 
of so many distinguished men all over the 
country, this will enable us to open up 
great fiekls for tho products of our farms.

As she entered the 
private office of the minister she addressed 
Mr. Mizu'er, asking him if he was the 
minister. Mr. Mizner replied in the af- 
firmative. 
Upon hearing this reply the 


liuly addressed the minister in Spanish, 
baying slie was the daughter of the de- 
ceased Gen. Harrnndia, and that he (the 
minister) was directly responsible for his 
murder, adding that she was only a 
woman, but that it was her duty to 
avenge her father's death. 


The minister -Badly Scared. 


"With these words shepulled a revolver 


froan beneath the folds of her dress, 'and 
was about to shoot the minister, but be 
fore her purpose could be effected I quick- 
ly grasped her by the wrist and wrenched 
the revolver from her hand. The minis- 
jer, however, was thoroughly frightened, 
and made a rush for the door, which he 
closed aud locked behind him, leaving me 
alone with the infuriated lady. We re-« 
mained locked up in the minister's room 
until the police came and took the lady 
avvny."

A VERY RARE CASE. 


Antopsy on the Hotly of a Man Who 


Died of Enforced Starvation. 


NEW YoilK, Sept. '.' .-Dr. S. Watson, 


assisted by Dr. R. Osgood Mason an:l John 
S. Warren, spent three hours in the most 
careful autopsy upon the body of Dr. 
Stephen DeWolfe, who died of enforced 
starvation at liis home in Thirty-fourth 
street. The autopsy showed endocarditis 
or thickening of tbe lining membranes of 
the cavities of the heart of a chronic 
character, supervening upon an acute at- 
tack which occurred last April. What is 
considered almost phenomenal is that 
while they found the heart in the condi- 
tion described the other organs of the 
thoracic and abdominal cavities were in a 
perfectly iioruial condition. This is op- 
posed to the usual law ot medicinal 
science and experience. The case is a rare 
one. There may be others like it on rec- 
ord, but if so they are very seldom heard 
of. Dr. Warren, one of the assistants, 
made tbe nature of the heart trouble more 
apparent 'by likening the ventricle to a 
hollow rubber ball worked us a pump by 
the pressure of the hand.
